Anti-Semitic Report | 
People all over the world were alarmed recently about 
a wave of anti-Semitic outbreaks in western Europe. In 
West Germany and West Berlin, neo-Nazis held rallies and 
painted swastikas and anti-Jewish slogans on the walls of 
synagogues. 

As European newspapers made a big issue of the 
Little Rock incidents, so did the American press exaggerate 
the Jewish problems in Germany. There are not very many 


anti-Semitism, but when'a whole nation has been indoc- 
trinated for 13 years with the theory that Jews are a minor 
class and the Germans a master race, 15 post war years 
cannot change everyone’s opinion. Only education of the 
youth and time can solve this problem. 


The violators recently arrested in Berlin range from 
- the age of 18 to 26. Most of these young people were child- 


ren when Hitler ruled in Germany. How did they get these © 


anti-Semitic ideas? Like most dictatorships, the Nazi re- 
gime influenced the youth as early as possible, because the 
ideas of younger people can be changed more easily than 
those of adults. . 


‘It has been difficult to teach those who matured under 
Hitler’s rule the difference between right and wrong after 
a period of six years of war. 


The Hitler Youth was a military organization. Young 
people were attracted and fascinated by uniforms, guns 
and ammunition. Nazi slogans, the red banners and swas- 
tikas, and marching music. Marching music and handsome 
uniforms are attractive still today, especially in West Ber- 
lin which does not have its own military forces. These 
people are not really anti-Semitics. When they take over 
the Nazi symbgls and songs, they also take over the man- 
ners of the Nazis against the Jews. Their anti-Jewish out- 
breaks must be interpreted as vandalism rather than a 
political action. 


The American race-question and the teen-age crime 
problem are comparable to the German Nazi problem. 
Newspapers usually report only about the two per cent of 
the young people who are involved in crime, as they do 
with the few per cent of Hitler followers which are still 
left. Both give a wrong impression. 


The Negroes were slaves for 100 years in the South. 
White people always looked upon them as a minor race. 
Because many white Americans grew up with these ideas, 
it is difficult to change their opinion now. Only education 
and time can bring a change. 


This does not mean that the American government 
should neglect the problem of discrimination against Neg- 
roes, nor that the German government should neglect the 
anti-Semitic outbreaks. Both problems need time, and they 
also need attention.

While in the Marine Corps, 
Thalia went from the position of 
court reporter at court martials to 
the high rank of sergeant. 

Thalia went to work for two 
missionaries on a Navajo Indian 
Reservation in New Mexico after 
her discharge from the Marines. 

Today the ex-sergeant is taking 
a sociology course directed toward 
the goal of juvenile counseling in 
the law enforcement field. 

“I got interested in this field 
after hearing lawmen in my 
family talk about their work and 
after I began work at the Sheriff’s 
Office,” Thalia said.
